HOW  TO  MAKE  A  LAWN 

There  are  very  few  things  more  attractive  than  a  well  kept  lawn  and  many  things  are  to  be 
considered  when  making  and  caring  for  same. 

The  ground  should  be  thoroughly  prepared,  that  is,  the  soil  should  he  fertilized  and  sweetened  by 
using  fifty  (50)  pounds  of  Brown’s  Booster  Fertilizer  and  fifty  (50)  pounds  of  Lime  to  every  1,000  square 
feet  of  surface  to  be  planted,  then  turned  over  to  a  depth  of  six  inches  and  pulverized.  Sow  good  seed 
(which  is  very  essential),  roll  the  ground  and  cross  roll  in  order  to  press  the  seed  firmly  into  the 
soil.  The  proper  time  to  sow  grass  seed  depends  upon  the  latitude.  In  the  Central  and  Eastern 
States  seed  may  be  sown  from  March  1st  to  the  end  of  May;  if  the  season  is  favorable  sowings  may 
be  made  up  to  July.  Seed  may  be  sown  in  the  Fall,  from  the  first  part  of  August  to  the  end  of 
September.  Sow,  if  possible,  when  the  ground  is  moist.  In  regard  to  weeds  in  new  lawns,  weed 
seeds  have  been  known  to  lie  dormant  for  several  years  and  after  the  ground  has  been  turned  up 
they  have  germinated.  Plant  seed  thickly,  which  will  tend  to  crowd  out  the  weeds.  For  seeding  a 
new  lawn  use  5  to  6  bushels  to  the  acre  or  1  peck  to  2,000  square  feet.
